long expected upward turn is general business is under 
way. Economists, Roger Babson, Leonard Ayres and others 
have been telling us for some months that when the uplift 
did begin, it would not be apparent for some time after it 
actually had begun, except to students in closest touch with 
economic tendencies. 

In its current bulletin the National City Bank of New 
York offers some comment, which seems to bear out the 
opinion that we are already feeling the first stirrings of 
better business conditions. ‘On the whole,” says the bank 
statement, ‘“‘while changes have been irregular, the situation 
affords a basis for belief that the worst months of the de- 
pression have been seen. Business has held up under a com- 
bination of unfavorable conditions, viz.: seasonal relaxation, 
serious crop scare and a world-wide reaction in full swing. 
Nevertheless, in the last week of the month an upturn in steel 
mill operations, construction contracts and car loadings quite 
offset earlier and unfavorable reports from the same 
quarters, and strengthened confidence that at least the usual 
gains of fall over summer will be experienced. 

It would not be reasonable to expect a sudden upturn 
after the long continued and severe depression that we have 
endured. 
ment did not show last spring; and that time we faced the 
summer months, normally the bottom of the business year. 
Usually business begins gathering headway some time in 
September. It appears this year that in some fields, at any 
rate, improvement began to show during the last week in 
August. 

Conservative optimism has every reason to hope that 
the upward trend will be continued very gradually during 
the fall and early winter. The beginning of 1931 should 
make it plain to even the most pessimistic that we are on the 
up-trail again. This applies particularly to the automotive 
industry. Our own business is now facing the quietest sales 
months of the year. If our sales curve begins to catch up with 
that of last year during the later months of 1930, we may 
accept it as a certain prophecy of revival, beginning with 
the automobile shows in the winter. , 


Survival of the Fittest 


O the old timer in the automotive industry there is con- 

siderable interest, and, perhaps for some old timers, a 
few tear drops in the list recently compiled by the Automo- 
tive Division of the Department of Commerce, showing 640 
names of cars once built in this country. How many good 
dollars, what high hopes went into the building of all these 
vehicles, is merely a matter of conjecture. 

Of all that hopeful company, which started so blythely 
in the early days of the industry, only a few have come down 


to the present select industrial unit, which has amazed the | 


world by its tremendous development. Looking down the 
list of names of our present day manufacturers, we can find 
a dozen or more which have been in business for twenty 
years or more, and some of these go back to the beginning 
of the century. It is a fine tribute to the manufacturing 
ability of the men who have guided these companies that they 
have been able to keep pace with such a fast growing in- 
dustry. With most pioneers it is a temptation to rest on the 
oars and point backward to history instead of keeping the 
pace. Our automotive pioneers have resisted this temptation 
manfully. 


HE steel industry, after spending a summer in the dol- 

drums, is beginning to feel the first faint signs of 
revival. In the Youngstown district a demand for alloyed 
steels is a feature of the situation, and this probably means 
that the automobile industry is buying again. Automotive 
purchasing of steel usually indicates increased production 
about six or eight weeks later.

They have set 
up standards of business morals, 
which, while not always lived up to, 
furnishes a basis upon which con- 
structive criticism can be effectively 
used. An association that is repre- 
sentative of an industry has a court 
of appeal in the trade practice com- 
mittee of the Federal Trade Com- 
misson, which committee, when 
facts are brought before it, can call 
a trade practice conference of the 
entire industry affected. As a re- 
sult of such conferences, the abuses 








or practices are grouped and classi- 
fied according to their legal or 


moral status, and the machinery of | 


government is set in motion to 
counsel the adjustment of the 
abuses, either by collective agree- 
ment or by resort to the courts, so 
that the small and large alike have 
equal opportunities to weather the 
maelstrom of competition. 

“There are many more functions 
of the trade association dealing in 
general and with the ramifications 
of specific industries. It is not con- | 
tended that association activities 
form a panacea for business ills. 
Suffice to say, however, they do 
offer the most constructive step 
toward the stabilization of indus- 
try’s problems. They offer divi- 
dends in direct proportion to the
